Status t A tripartite study of potential reprisals applicable 
primarily la Berlin and Western Germany has been completed by technical 
experts of the Allied High Commission. While this report has not yet 
Been formally approved by the High CommiBaioners, it is available for 
quick application should local haraesments be imposed. This catalogue 
of retaliation encompasses inter alia by tripartite arrangement such 
diverse items as the bloeking-oT Soviet Zone transport In West Germany, 
Including the delaying of tbe passage of Soviet Zone vessels through 
the Kiel Canal by refusal of exit on technical pretexts; delay or 
denial of licenses of International Llat III commodities to Soviet 
B3oc countries; and interference with certain Soviet interests, P*J»°*«y 
those affecting their prestige, such as the War Memorial in the British 
Sector, the tank memorial in the U.S. Sector, or access to the former 
radio building in the British Sector which is at ill used by the Soviets. 
That portion of the report which concerns preventive and retaliatory 
measures in the field of transport has been drafted in agreement with 
appropriate German authorities in Bonn and Berlin. It ie anticipated 
that the British and French will be reluctant to agree in advance to 
projected reprisals, especially to choosing certain ones for specific 
hypothetical cases of harassment, and that very likely final decisions 
will have to be made on the spot in the light of whatever harassment 
has occurred and the general situation. It is also recognised that 
available countermeaaures, while useful in lifting relatively minor 
berassments, are probably insufficient to deter serious harassment 
should the Soviets decide upon such a course.
